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“Tech Tip" 
by Ray Gillett, KF6FU 


Have you ever "smoked" your radio by 
connecting the 12 volt input voltage 
backward? Below is a simple circuit to 
prevent damage to your equipment caused 
by reversing battery polarity. 


The output of a bridge rectifier can only 
supply positive to the plus terminal and 
negative to the minus terminal, regardless 
of input polarity. Use "standard" 
connectors on the output, and be sure you 
connect them with the correct polarity to 
your equipment.

The WE6CUS radio station equipment is 
now insured for $12,478 (at $1.50 per $100 
of value). The cost for insuring the 
equipment is now $192.40, which is about 
$15 greater than last year, since we added 
about $1000 worth of new equipment. This 
insurance was paid from the checking 
account at this time, and will be billed to the 
savings account later. 


The $410 that has been stored in the 
savings account for the past several 
months has been returned to the checking 
account. An additional savings account will 
soon be opened to store surplus money for 
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the general fund. This will allow us to keep 
the station fund separate from the general 
fund, but still have an interest-bearing 
account for surplus general funds. @ 


The club station telephone is now fully in 
the club's name. It had been in Bob 
Hughes' name (he helped to open the 
accounts). This new arrangement prevents 
Bob from being personally liable for the use 
of the telephone.

An Interview with Bob 
Uhrhammer, WB6VEX 


Last year's EBARC President, Bob 
Uhrhammer, WB6VEX, has been a ham 
since age 20. He's been interested in 
science and technical things from a very 
tender age.

chief "Mr. Fix-It". 


Bob's interest in science led him to his 
current position as Associate Research 
Seismologist at the UC Berkeley 
Seismographic Station. He does academic 
research, and is in charge of the daily 
operation of the Seismographic Station. He 
has been to 42 countries since his first visit 
to Great Britain in 1974. Oops, let's make 
that 43 countries, since his most recent trip 
is to New Zealand, to loan the "Kiwis" five 
portable seismographic stations and teach 
them how to operate them. He's spent 
most of his overseas time in Germany and 
England. 


Bob was an early experimenter on the 2 
meter ham band, using AM (not FM). In the 
mid- to early '70s he worked satellites. In 
the late '70s and early '80s he toyed with 
packet, before it became popular. With the 
WE6BB group, he has worked EME (earth- 
moon-earth, or moonbounce), using SSB 
as well as CW. (Theirs was the second 
strongest signal, second only to the 
Aricebo radio telescope). He's had 23-cm 
equipment for about 10 years, and is a 
founding member of the 23-cm Club. He's 
done some color ATV, and has talked to 
the former Shah of Iran, a Kuwaiti sheik, 
and Barry Goldwater on HF. He's now 
interested in dabbling in spread spectrum 
and other digital ham modes. He's a 
member of the SARO (Society of Amateur 
Radio Operators), an invitation-only club. 


But wait, there's more! Bob's other hobbies 
over the years have included racing sports 
cars and motocross cycles, tinkering with 
all things mechanical, studying astronomy, 
hunting deer and antelope, and reading 
everything he can lay his hands on. Inhis 
"spare" time, he serves as the 1st Vice 
President of the Albany Lions Club. 
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The 23 CM Band 
Henry Primbsch, KK6PH 


The 23 cm band (1240-1300 MHz) is the 
other of the two vhf-uhf bands that has a 
portion available to novices. The novice 
portion is 1270 to 1295 MHz, a whopping 
25 MHz. This becomes only slightly less 
impressive when you consider that the 
repeater offset is 12 MHz. In addition to 
voice repeater activity on 1270-1276 MHz 
for input and 1282-1288 MHz for output, 
the band also supports three amateur 
television (ATV) channels, an earth-moon- 
earth (EME) subband and the usual 
assortment of satellite, CW, SSB, and 
packet subbands. 


Signals having such a short wavelength 
tend to pass right through concrete and re- 
bar type buildings because the spacing of 
re-bars within the walls is typically on the 
order of a wavelength. They also tend to 
reflect more readily from metallic surfaces 
of modest areas. Other effects of the short 
wavelength are that picket fencing and 
flutter are high in frequency, even when 
pedestrian mobile, so are less 
objectionable. 


The minimum in the cosmic noise spectrum 
extends from 1 to 10 GHz thus making 23 
cm one of the quietest bands around. 


The '93-'94 ARRL repeater directory has 10 
pages of listings for 1240 and above as 
opposed to 180 pages for the 2 meter 
band, 48 pages for the 1.25 meter band 
and 126 pages for the 70 cm band. There 
are still plenty of frequencies available 
now, but this band and those above it in 
frequency are the only growing space left. 
The dearth (look it up) of repeaters has 
kept the jammers away, so for now there 
are few problems of this type. 
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From a safety standpoint, the exposure limit 
for this band is 4 milliwatts per square 
centimeter; this is four times higher than 
the limit for the 30-300 MHz vhf-uhf bands, 
because energy at 23 cm frequencies does 
not penetrate very deep into body tissues. 
Additionally; hand-held units for this band 
currently produce only one watt, thus 
making handhelds for this band even safer 
than comparable units currently in use on 
the lower bands. 


23 centimeters is about 9 inches, so a half 
wave dipole is 4 1/2 inches long and a 
quarter wave vertical is 2 1/4 inches tall. 
My 5-element beam measures only 5 
inches by 7 1/2 inches and has 11 dBi gain. 
Antennas for this band are "cute", and most 
neighbors couldn't tell that you put up a 
beam antenna. 


The 23 cm Club, which operates the 
KK6PH repeater, was formed in July of 
1991. By mid August of 1991 the 
equipment was on hand, and by the end of 
August, 1991 the repeater was on the air 
and sanctioned. NARCC will not sanction a 
repeater unless it is ready for service. Bob 
Wilkins, N6FRI, is the NARCC frequency 
coordinator for the 440, 1290, and 2500 
MHz bands. He was very helpful, and is an 
enthusiastic supporter of this band.

"Tech Tip"

Here's another way to prevent "smokage" 
of your 12 volt equipment caused by 
reversing battery polarity. This one is 
better for high current loads and will offer 
no voltage drop to your equipment, as is 
exhibited by the bridge diode circuit shown 
last month. The relay will close only when 
the battery polarity is connected correctly, 
because of the diode in series with the 
relay coil. Choose a relay and fuse with 
contact current rating higher than needed 
for your equipment.

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Reflections on SWR 
Art McLaughlin, W6THD 


| recently started reading an excellent 
book by Walt Maxwell, W2DU, entitled 
REFLECTIONS - Transmission Lines and 
Antennas (published by the ARRL,1990). | 
highly recommend this book to anyone who 
wants to gain a greater understanding of 
how their RF gets from their transmitter to 
their antenna, including all those 
mysterious concepts like forward power, 
reflected power, SWR, matching, and 
antenna tuners, etc. 


| thought | would try to pass along some of 
the gems of information from this book for 
the benefit of loyal Blown Fuse readers. 
Maybe a good place to start would be with 
a few comments on SWR. 


As you undoubtedly know, SWR stands for 
standing wave ratio. Actually, wnat we are 
talking about is the VSWR (vo/tage 
standing wave ratio), but we just shorten 
that to SWR. So what is SWR? Well, it is 
the ratio of the minimum voltage to the 
minimum voltage along a transmission 
line (like the coax between your transmitter 
and your antenna). Stick with me, and I'll 
try to explain what that means. 


If everything was perfect, all the power 
produced by your transmitter would travel 
through your coax (or other type of 
transmission line) to your antenna, where it 
would all be radiated into space. In this 
case, if we could measure the voltage on 
the transmission line, anywhere along the 
line from the transmitter end to the antenna 
end, we'd find that it was the same at all 
points (for example, 100 volts everywhere 
along the line). Thus, the maximum 
voltage (100 volts) would be the same as 
the minimum voltage (100 volts), and the 
ratio of the two would be 100 to 100 or 1:1. 
So we would say that the SWR was 1:1 or 
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1.0. We could also think of the voltage as 
a forward voltage wave, forward meaning 

that it is travelling up the transmission line 
from the transmitter to the antenna. 


But often we find that things aren't quite 
perfect and the antenna doesn't accept all 
the power that arrives at it's end of the 
transmission line (due to a mismatch, but 
we'll talk about that later). When this 
happens, the power that doesn't go into the 
antenna has to go somewhere (it doesn't 
just pile up at the junction of the antenna 
and the coax!), and the only place it can go 
is back down the transmission line toward 
the transmitter. We call this reflected 
power. In this case, we still have the 
forward voltage wave, as before; but we 
also have a reflected voltage wave which 
can be of the same amplitude (if all of the 
power is reflected) or some lower amplitude 
(if only some of the power is reflected). 
Now, with reflected power present, we 
must consider the combined effect of both 
of these voltage waves as we try to 
determine the voltage at every point aiong 
the transmission line. 


First, let's take the case where all of the 
power is reflected. This would happen if 
we didn't have any antenna connected at 
all (open circuit) or if the antenna was 
completely shorted (short circuit). In either 
of these situations, the antenna couldn't 
accept any power, so all the power would 
have to be reflected back down the 
transmission line toward the transmitter. 
The amplitude of the reflected voltage wave 
would be the same as that of the forward 
wave (since the forward and reflected 
power are the same). The combined effect 
of these two voltage waves, at any point 
along the line, would be their algebraic 
sum. Thus, at any point where they were in 
phase with each other, they would add, and 
the result would be twice the original 
voltage. At other points, where they were 
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180 degrees out of phase, one would be 
subtracted from the other and, since they 
are equal, the result would be zero. So, if 
we were to measure the voltage at all 
points along the line, as before, we'd now 
find that, instead of being 100 volts 
everywhere, it would vary from a maximum 
of 200 volts to a minimum of 0 volts. 
(Since the forward and reflected waves are 
travelling down the line at constant 
velocity, the maximum and minimum 
voltage points would remain stationary, 
forming "standing waves".) Now the 
SWR would be aratio of 200:0, or 200 
divided by 0, which is infinity (Pretty high 
SWRI! But then we expected that because 
our antenna was either totally open or 
shorted!). 


In cases where some (but not all) of the 
power is reflected, the reflected voltage 
wave would be of lower amplitude than the 
forward wave. Let's take an example where 
the forward voltage wave is 100 volts (as 
before) and the reflected voltage wave has 
an ampiitude of 50 voits. Then, tne 
maximum voltage along the line would be 
150 volts (where the two waves are in 
phase) and the minimum voltage would be 
50 volts (180 degrees out of phase). In 
this case, the SWR would be 150:50 or 3:1. 
Since power is related to the square of the 
voltage (Remember the form of the power 
formula that says P = E2/R 7?) the 
reflected power would be 502 /1002 or 
2,500/10,000 or 0.25 times or 25% of the 
forward power. Thus, a 3:1 SWR implies 
25% reflected power and if you tried to 
shove 100 watts down the transmission 
line, 25% of it would be reflected and only 
75 watts would be accepted by the 
antenna. 


| hope this all makes somewhat more 
sense to you than it did before, and that 
you can see that SWR can never be less 
than 1:1 (or less than 1.0) since the 
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reflected power can never be greater than 
the forward power. But SWR can be 
infinite. Here is a table that you might find 
interesting: 


SWR Reflected Power 
1.0 0% 
1.5 4% 
J 11% 
ee 18% 
3.0 25% 
4.0 36% 
5.8 50% 
10.0 67% 
100.0 96%

26 Years to Fulfill a Prophecy 
Alan H. Craddock, WB6DXZ 


Yes, 26 years between 1941 and 1967... 
but let me back up a bit... 


The scene is wartime England in 1941. | 
had just attained the minimum age of 
17-1/4 to qualify for air crew in the RAF, 
and was on my way to the recruiting centre 
in London. | had dreams of wearing those 
coveted wings on my chest, flying a 
Spitfire, and having the girls fall all over me 
at the local pub! 


Alan H. Craddock, WB6DXZ 
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So, | go off the “Underground” or “Tube”, as 
it is called, and walked over to the Centre. 

| was put through the usual rigmarole with 
forms and such, had a physical and a lot of 
extensive aptitude tests, including one 
where you had to send as many dots as 
fast as you could, on a telegraph hand key. 
My first time on a key. Six weeks after 
returning home, | received a letter informing 
me of an aptitude for Morse, and 
requesting me to report back to them. All 
they could offer me was a position as 
Wireless Operator-Air Gunner, commonly 
known as WOP/AG. Not exactly flying a 
Spitfire, but better than nothing, so | signed 
up for it. | was put on the reserve list and 
told | would be called up in due time. It was 
not to be, however. As it turned out, the job 
| held in the design office of the Gloster 
Aircraft Company, which was developing 
the first experimental jet fighter aircraft, was 
a high priority job which the Ministry of 
Aircraft Production would not let me leave. 


So, the years rolled by without me giving 
any thought to wireiess. | emigrated to 
Toronto, Canada in 1948, where | held a 
job as a draughtsman-estimator at a steel 
plant until 1959, when | left for the USA. 

My ‘59 Chevy was loaded to the roof when | 
headed out for Florida. Miami turned out to 
be a wee bit hot and humid for me (try it in 
August some time!), so | put Plan B into 
effect, and headed for California. | lived in 
Los Angeles, working for a steel plant 
again, this time as outside salesman calling 
on engineers, architects, and general 
contractors. | moved to Oakland early in 
1961, and have been there ever since. 


| started to get interested in electronics 
while still in Los Angeles, where | wired up 
an AM/FM tuner by Knight-Kit, of Allied 
Radio, Chicago (remember them?). | then 
enrolled in RCA Correspondence School, 
NY, taking Electronic Fundamentals 
followed by Television Servicing, and 
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finishing up in 1963. Then one day | 
spotted an ad in a magazine saying what a 
great life and job it was to be a seagoing 
radio officer; see the world and make good 
money, etc. This sounded good to me, so | 
hit the books, carried flash cards around in 
my pocket for about three months, studied 
code, and learned how to type 
simultaneously while hearing the signals 
through headphones. 20 wpm plain 
English and 16 wpm coded groups with one 
minute of solid, correct copy out of a5 
minute session was required (both sending 
and receiving) for the radiotelegraph 
commercial license, with no “fills” allowed 
after the 5 minutes was up. | used to copy 
press from WCC in NY at 1 a.m. at 25 wom 
for practice. The extra 5 wom was needed 
to overcome the intimidation of taking the 
exam at the FCC office on Battery Street in 
San Francisco. So what happened? | 
passed the theory and the receiving part of 
the code test, and blew it on the sending!!! 
About 6 months later, after practicing for 
about 2 hours a day, | finally made it, 
receiving my iicense iri 1967. A year or so 
-later, | got my amateur General class 
license. 


| was assigned to my first ship, the Lurline, 
bound for Hawaii in 1968, but that is 
another story, maybe for later. Two things 
stand out for me in this: First, very few of 
the WOP/AGs that got in that early in the 
war made it through. They were stationed 
in the tail of those old Lancaster and 
Wellington bombers, and were the first 
ones to get shot up, usually. So, | feel 
fortunate to be able to tell this. The other 
thing... well, those aptitude tests given me 
back in 1941 turned out to be quite 
prophetic, even if it did take 26 years to 
materialize!

General Meeting Minutes 
April 8, 1994 
Sharon Primbsch, AA6XZ 


The regular meeting of the East Bay 
Amateur Radio Club was called to order at 
7:41 p.m. by President Fred Nieman, 
KC6VLL. 


Fred suggested (seriously?) that perhaps 
on one hour notice some Friday night, we 
should go out for a weekend and live off 
our ready kits. This would serve two 
purposes: it would test our readiness for an 
emergency and it would rotate the food in 
the ready kits. 


Club Station: Fred reported that the crab 
feed grossed $2,095, that $600 was 
outright donations, and that we cleared 
about $1,500 on the event It has been 
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estimated that it will cost at least $2,300 
(without electrical) to alter the club station 
at the Richmond Red Cross. Therefore, we 
are about halfway to our goal. John 
Ramsey of the Red Cross returns in mid- 
April, and we will then know what we can 
move out of the Red Cross’ area in Annex 
A. We'll need a work party at that time, and 
it will be announced on the Thursday night 
ARES/RACES net. 


Program: Kim Leong, WA6QOQF, told us 
about his telephone-accessible computer 
bulletin board system. It’s free, but 
donations are accepted. Its primary 
interest areas are law enforcement, 
amateur radio, and some computer 
graphics. The BBS gets about 100 calls 
per day. The busiest time is 6-10 p.m. The 
phone for the BBS is 799-2921. Use 8 bits, 
no parity, one stop bit, full duplex, and at 
least 1200 baud (the higher, the better) to 
get to it It’s menu driven and expects an 
ANSI terminal. There are more than 300 
amateur radio files, including ARRL 
bulletins. All files are PKZIPped. Kim 
would like to see one file uploaded for 
every ten downloaded by any one person. 
The best protocol for file transfer is 
ZMODEM. 


Antennas: Bob Uhrhammer reported on a 
suggestion for a W6CUS portable HF 
antenna(s). He suggested that the vast 
majority of contacts would be on 20 and 40 
meters. He described a triangularly cross- 
braced 90-foot mast which could be put 
together on sawhorses on the ground and 
then raised with a gin pole. There could be 
a pulley or two at the top which could be 
used to raise full size loop antennas for 20 
and 40 meters. An inverted Vee could be 
used for 80 meters. 


Fred Nieman reported that there are still 
problems with the W6CUS-1 packet station. 
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The 220 MHz port is still ill. Diagnosis is 
still in the works. 


The meeting was adjourned at 9:30 p.m. for e 
raffle drawings.

An Interview with 
Jim Loughridge, AA6ZA 
by Sharon Primbsch, AA6XZ 


Jim Loughridge spent most of his early 
years in Colorado and Arkansas. When he 
was little, he always dreamed of being a 
pilot. So, in 1943, when he enlisted into 

» ihe Arrny-Air Corps, being a radiomati was 
his last choice. His eyesight just barely 
kept him from becoming a pilot, but after 
watching aircraft mechanics toil in all kinds 
of weather, he thought being a radio 
operator wasn’t such a bad deal after all. 


Jim was in radio school about five months, 
and then spent 1-1/2 years of his military 
career in the air, as part of the training for

glider pilots and paratroopers. At the time, 
the Army was losing air crews in Europe 
faster than they could be trained. Because 
of this, training went on 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week. 


When Jim wasn't doing training support, he 
was helping with troop and materiel 
transport. Most of this work was in C47 
and C46 transport planes. He was 
scheduled to be part of a large paratrooper 
operation over Japan. They expected to 
lose 75% of the air crews in this operation. 
While waiting for the operation to begin, 
Jim visited most of the North Pacific 
islands. hauling “brass”, troops, and gear. 
The atomic bombing of Japan intervened, 
so Jim’s last assignment was to fly troops 
into Japan in advance of General 
MacArthur's arrival. 


Jim was responsible for the upkeep of the 
radio gear and for reporting position (and 
sometimes weather) on long flights. The 


' pilot would handle short range 


communications (i.e. with the control 
tower). The navigator would sometimes 
use the radio for LORAN. The rest was up 
to the radioman. Most of the long range 
communications was in HF CW, although 
there was some HF AM (amateur radio 
operators hadn't developed single 
sideband yet!). 


The HF antenna on the planes Jim flew 
was a 200-foot reel of antenna wire with a5 
lb. lead weight at the end. Tuning the rig 
was very laborious. In addition to the 
normal tuning, you had to reel out the 
antenna, watching the current, until you 
were at the 3/4 wave point for the 
frequency you needed. On one Pacific 
Island stop, someone forgot to reel in the 
antenna before landing. The result was a 
200-foot wire rat’s nest with no lead weight. 
On the ground, Jim untangled the reel and 
fashioned a new weight with a beer can 
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filled with sand! 


After three years in the Army, Jim returned 
to Rodeo. The thought of spending another 
four years going to college was too much, 
so he started his long career with Union 
Oil. He retired recently from his 
maintenance foreman position. About 34 
years ago, Jim married his wife, Nora. 
They were introduced by his mother 
(‘Mother knows best”). Of all the things 
he’s done, Jim is proudest his wife, of the 
two boys they have raised (Jim Jr. and 
Bruce), and of their two grandchildren. 


In spite of his service as a WW II radioman, 
Jim didn’t become a ham right away. He 
was inspired by a friend and by his brother- 
in-law, who asked him to teach signaling to 
some Boy Scouts. He took his General test 
from the FCC in 1958, and is an Extra class 
operator today. His first rig was a Knight- 
Kit receiver kit, which he built. His favorite 
mode is CW, and he’s still working on his 
DXCC. He has recently “bitten the bullet” - 
to get into packet, and expects io be 
learning a whole bunch, real soon! 


If you get a chance, ask Jim to show you 
his outstanding scrapbook, complete with 
“Sad Sack’ cartoons. When not hamming, 
Jim enjoys the family’s 5th wheel camper. 
He recently took a (non-camping) trip with 
his son to England and Germany. He’s 
also interested in genealogy. There's a 
national organization of Loughridges (of 
many spellings). The family has been 
traced to the 1400s in Scotland. Jim has 
traced one of his grandmothers to 1500s 
Prussia. Now that’s really old!

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What the H--- is a Decibel? 
by Henry Primbsch, KK6PH 


The decibel is a ratio or comparison 
between two things, usually power. Even 
when it seems to be used in the absolute 
sense, as in “this transmitter puts out 33 
dBm “, or 130 dB sound is painful’, it still is 
a comparison between two quantities. By 
the end of this article those two statements 
will hopefully make sense 


But first, here’s a little history. Many years 
ago scientists conducted a lot of hearing 
experiments with people listening to various 
sounds. They determined that the 
minimum discernible difference in sound 
levels is 1.259. What does this mean? If 
you are listening to a tone from a public 
address system, and the system is putting 
out 1 watt, then for you to notice any 
change in volume at all, someone has to 
turn up the volume quickly to make the PA 
system put out 1.259 watts (an increase of 
25.9 %). Because of the logarithmic (sorry 
about tie big words) nature of our hearing, 
the same ratio applies if the PA is putting 
out 10 watts. That is, it would have to be 
increased to 12.59 watts before anyone 
could notice. At 100 milliwatts it would 
have to be increased to 125.9 milliwatts to 
get the same effect. At 10 watts it takes 
2.59 watts to be noticeable, while at 100 
milliwatts it only takes 25.9 milliwatts to be 
noticed. As you can see, our sensitivity to 
volume changes depends on the volume, 
but the ratio is the same each time. Some 
people can sense changes slightly less 
than this ratio while others can sense only 
larger changes, so the ratio of 1.259 is an 
average. This happens to be very close to 
the tenth root of 10. 


A fun way to look at this is to take your 
calculator and multiply 1.259 by itself 10 
times to get 10. The ratio 10 is called a 
Bel, and the ratio 1.259 is the decibel. 
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Other interesting exercises are to multiply 
1.259 by itself 3 times and get a number 
very close to 2, and then another three 
times to get very close to 4, and (finally) 
another three times to get 8. Those 
numbers are respectively 3 decibels or dB, 
6 dB, and 9 dB. The ratio 10 is, by 
definition, 10 dB. By the same reasoning, 
13 dB is just 10 multiplied by 1.259 three 
more times to get a ratio of 20. A useful 
pattern is emerging here. When you add 
decibels you are multiplying the 
corresponding ratios. Let’s look at 13 dB 
again. 10 dB + 3 dB = 13 dB means a ratio 
of 10 multiplied by a ratio of 2 equals a 
ratio of 20. We already know what 3, 6, 9, 
and 10 dB mean, so let’s look at some 
others. 20 dB means a ratio of 100. 30 dB 
means a ratio of 1000, and soon. Every 
time we add 3 dB we multiply the ratio by 2, 
and when we add 10 dB we multiply by 10. 


What if nobody changed the volume? The 
ratio would be 1:1, and we would have 
nothing to notice. This corresponds to 0 
dB. Suppose instead of turning up the ~ 
volume, we turn it down? On the average, 
people will just start to notice the change 
when the volume drops to .794 watts from 1 
watt. The ratio in this case is 1/1.259 and 
corresponds to -1dB. Dropping it to 1/2 
gives us -3 dB, 1/4 gives -6dB, 1/10 or .1 
gives us -10 dB and so on. For ratios 
larger than 1, positive decibels apply. For 
ratios smaller than 1, minus decibels are 
used. Below is a table of common dB 
values. 


The decibel is very useful for expressing 
very large ratios, for example; the loudest 
sound we can stand is 10 trillion times the 
weakest sound we can hear. This is a ratio 
of 10,000,000,000,000 to one. Expressed 
in decibels, this ratio is 130 dB. Sound 
levels are quite often expressed in decibels 
as if they were absolute units, such as; a 
quiet whisper at 5 feet is18 dB, an average

conversation at 3-1/2 feet is 70 dB, the 
noisiest spot at Niagara Falls is 92 dB, and 
the threshold of pain is 130 dB. These 
numbers are all ratios of sound power 
levels compared to the threshold of 
hearing. That is, a sound level of 0 dB is 
something that the average person can just 
barely hear in a very quiet room. This 
reference sound level is generally accepted 
to be .0000000000000001 watts/sq. cm of 
sound power.

expressed in negative dB values, since the 
output is less than the input and the power 
ratio is less than one. 


Often rf and audio signal levels are 
measured in units of dBm. In these units 
the m stands for milliwatt which serves as 
the power level for comparison. A power 
level of O dBm then is 1 milliwatt, -30 dBm 
is 1/1000 of a milliwatt or 1 microwatt, while 
30 dBm is 1000 times one milliwatt or 1 
watt. | leave it as an exercise to determine 
how much power is meant by 33 dBm.

With our newly-expanded club station 
nearly a reality, EBARC members have 
decided it’s about time that we had a new 
club QSL card. Below is an example of an 
archaic one we now sometimes use.

One style of QSL card has one side blank, 
with a design and all the QSL information 
printed on the other. Another style is to 
have the entire front of the card as a design 
or photo, with possibly the club’s call sign 
as the only additional information. In this 
case, all QSL information would have to fit 
on the back, leaving space for the 
recipient’s address. Jamie Wasson, 
AB6WJ, (who does this for a living) has 
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volunteered to print photo QSL cards for 
the club at cost. She is bringing her 
camera to Field Day to get some pictures 
which may make a good QSL card. 


The new design should have the W6CUS 
call and also a place for the operator's own 
call sign and name. The frequency, time, 
date, mode, and RS(T) are required. It’s 
probably also a good idea to include our 
grid square, our address, and our county 
(anything else?). If you want to include the 
club’s logo on the card, see the front of 
every Blown Fuse issue. 


Some industrious souls have already 
sumbitted new QSL designs. The designs 
submitted so far will be brought to the July 
EBARC meeting. Bring your designs too, 
SO we Can talk about them all and generate 
even more ideas. We'll also need to look 
at the costs of photo vs. printing, one vs. 
two printed sides, and whether to use color.

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FCC News from ARRL 


Starting with licenses issued after June 8, 
1994, the FCC is processing licenses in a 
manner to conform with the way in which it 
processes all other Private Radio Service 
licenses. Only new (first) licenses or 
specific renewals have a full 10-year term. 
Upgrades and changes of address, call 
sign, or name are processed with the 
original expiration date intact. That is, they 
are not automatically renewed for a new 
10-year term. For those who have 
qualified, the new license will read “TECH 
PLUS” under Operator Privileges. People 
who became a Technician with HF 
privileges with a license begin date prior to 
June 8, 1994 must continue to retain their 
“Technician” license and “Certificate of 
Successful Completion of Examination” 
(CSCE) in order to show that TECH PLUS 
privileges are held. 


The FCC has said it intends eventually to 
mail license expiration notices to amateurs. 
In the meantime, ARRL is sending license 
expiration notices to ARRL members, along 
with an FCC For 610 and a return envelope 
addressed to Gettysburg, PA. Be sure tc 
give the FCC at least 60 to 90 days to 
process your renewal 610 form!

Renewal Problem 
[Oct. ‘94 ARRL Letter] 


If you hold a Technician class license 
issued before March 16, 1991, then you 
automatically are a Technician licensee 
with HF privileges (a “Tech Plus’). 


In some recent instances the FCC has 
processed the renewal or modification of 
such a Tech Plus license, but has 
mistakenly issued a “Technician” (no-code) 
license. (Since June 8, 1994, new and 
renewed Tech Plus licenses have been 
clearly labeled as such).

Include your current license status, with 
effective date. Include copies of both your 
“before” and “after” licenses. If you no 
longer have either a copy or the original of 
your previous license, say so in your letter.
